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Introduction 


The Cleveland Museum of Art epitomizes the com¬ 
mitment repeatedly evident among the city's gener¬ 
ous donors. It all started, as the 19th century drew to a 
close, when three men—Hinman B. Hurlbut, Horace 
Kelley, and John Huntington—each wrote wills 
designating the greater part of their fortunes for 
establishing an art museum. After more than twenty 
years of frustrating negotiations, ways were found to 
enable the three trusts to join forces without compro¬ 
mising their separate, legal identities, and The 
Cleveland Museum of Art was incorporated on July 2, 
1913. Three years later, on June 6, the Museum, 
located near Western Reserve University upon land 
given by J. H. Wade, opened its doors. 

At the time of incorporation the Museum possessed 
only 119 paintings, for the most part recent American 
works, collected by Mr. Hurlbut. Even before con¬ 
struction began, however, the Huntington Trustees 
made monies available for the purchase of objects in 
Egypt. Tentatively, the Museum’s earliest supporters 
presented the first of the many objects needed to fill 
the grand galleries of the handsome Beaux-Arts 
building designed by Hubbell and Benes, although 
there was as yet little method in the collecting. The 
splendid loan exhibition of paintings that marked the 
Museum’s opening could leave no doubt as to the 
Board’s ambitious goals, and there were important 
gifts. Believing it appropriate in a steelmaking center, 
Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance eagerly sought and 
acquired a large armor collection for the Museum. His 
sister, Elisabeth Severance Allen, presented in 
memory of her husband Dudley P. Allen, a suite of 
17th-century tapestries, which still contributes to the 
imposing impact of the Armor Court. But perhaps 
most important, Mrs. Liberty Holden gave the Mu¬ 
seum her collection of "early sacred paintings,” many 
of which her husband had purchased in 1884 from the 
noted collector James Jackson Jarves. Then, within 


weeks of the opening, the Wades gave a fine group 
of pictures, including examples by such contemporary 
masters as Monet and Degas; and shortly thereafter 
Mr. Wade established the Museum’s initial acquisi¬ 
tion fund. 

Frederic Allen Whiting became the Museum’s first 
Director in 1913 and served until 1930. His enthusias¬ 
tic commitment to the arts and crafts of the day led to 
his establishing in 1919 an annual exhibition of 
contemporary work, the so-called May Show. Ever 
since then, with one exception, this popular exhibi¬ 
tion has presented works created by Cleveland-area 
artists each year. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that with the arrival in 
1919 of the first Curator of Decorative Arts, William 
Milliken, the Cleveland Museum concentrated more 
upon obtaining objects than paintings. Finding a 
significant supporter in the Museum’s second Presi¬ 
dent, J. H. Wade, Mr. Milliken, who had previously 
worked at the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York with J. P. Morgan's great medieval holdings, 
launched the acquisition of a spectacular series of 
medieval works. Its culmination was the purchase in 
1930 and 1931 of eight pieces from Germany’s famous 
Guelph Treasure, an extraordinary gathering of finely 
wrought works of art dating from the Middle Ages. 
Succeeding Whiting as Director in 1930, Milliken 
remained in charge until March 31, 1958. 

With the Depression Cleveland's spiraling prosper¬ 
ity suffered a severe set-back, and the Museum had to 
retrench. Even so, it confirmed its future collecting 
policy by acquiring a succession of objects that, while 
relatively few in number, possessed great aesthetic 
distinction. Possibly influenced by its early commit¬ 
ment to education, the Museum had from the first 
collected works from all periods and all parts of the 
world. It eschewed the specialization favored by so 
many of its peer institutions. Local collectors, most 


notably John L. Severance, who had become the 
Museum’s third President in 1926, and his sister, by 
then Elisabeth Severance Prentiss, made it clear that 
their treasures were acquired with the needs of the 
Museum in mind, so the Director and Curators could 
concentrate upon collecting in other areas. There 
were as well vital support groups. The members of 
The Print Club of Cleveland, founded in 1919, added 
significantly to the collection during these slim years, 
while the creation of The Textile Arts Club (now 
called The Textile Art Alliance) in 1934 responded to 
the Museum's notable interest in the history of 
textiles (rather than costumes). 

With the outbreak of World War II and Cleveland's 
economic recovery, the Museum's fortunes radically 
improved. The Severance and the Prentiss collections 
arrived—indeed, the individual objects looked even 
more distinguished when seen in the Museum 
galleries rather than in opulent domestic settings. 
They were accompanied as well by most welcome 
endowments, one for acquisitions and one for opera¬ 
tions, which somewhat eased the loss of such 
staunch friends. Also, the Museum began to pursue 
paintings more aggressively because of a handsome 
endowment fund established for that purpose by Mrs. 
William H. Marlatt. As encouraging as each of these 
generous acts was, however, more pivotal in terms of 
the Museum’s future was the aggressive involvement 
of a Cleveland bachelor who spent much of his time in 
New York City: Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. Just before the 
war he had given the Museum a group of Renais¬ 
sance decorative arts objects collected by his mother, 
Coralie Walker Hanna; and in 1941 he established the 
Hanna Fund to underwrite the acquisition of major 
paintings by the Museum. During the 1950s along 
with the trustees of the original Huntington Trust and 
various other donors (most notably the Wades’ daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Edward B. Greene, and a former Clevelander, 
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Grace Rainey Rogers), Mr. Hanna contributed hand¬ 
somely toward building a new wing. Designed by 
J. Byers Hays and Paul C. Ruth, it more than doubled 
the size of the original building. As the wing opened 
in March 1958, it was publicly announced that the 
recently deceased Mr. Hanna had bequeathed the 
largest sum ever given to a museum at that time, 
some $34,000,000. The income from the bequest was 
to be divided equally between acquisitions and 
operations. 

With Sherman E. Lee as Director, the following 
twenty-five years were halcyon ones. For much of that 
time the Museum had the largest acquisition funds of 
any museum. With such an astute Director—as this 
Handbook amply proves—Cleveland took the fullest 
advantage of opportunities as they emerged through¬ 
out the world. While an earlier interest in Asian art 
was developed with much greater method, every area 
acquired significant objects during these years. 

The Museum’s long-standing commitment to 
education as well as to a developing program of 
special exhibitions resulted in a third major addition 
to the building in 1970. Marcel Breuer and Hamilton 
Smith designed the wing, with a flamboyant striped 
granite fagade, wrapping around the 1958 addition. It 
answered the need for larger and better special 
exhibition galleries, classrooms, and lecture halls. It 
also housed Gartner Auditorium, named for Ernest L. 
and Louise M. Gartner, who made a substantial 
bequest to the Department of Musical Arts, which 
itself was founded in 1920 as a memorial to P. J. 
McMyler and is one of the first such departments in 
any of the world’s museums. 

Although the number of donors to the Museum has 
been small, they continue to be crucial. The tradition 
of collecting a variety of works of art to enhance a 
domestic environment was evident in one other vital 
gift, the collection created by Severance and Greta 


Millikin, which was likewise accompanied by a major 
acquisition fund. The more recent American trend of 
concentrating upon one area and pursuing it with 
intense energy is evident in the fine gatherings given 
by such people as Noah Butkin, Kelvin Smith, and the 
significant promised gift of the Wades' granddaugh¬ 
ter Mrs. A. Dean Perry. 

The Museum’s fourth addition, designed by Dalton, 
van Dijk, Johnson & Partners, responded to the two 
greatest space needs: more galleries for 19th- and 
20th-century art and a greatly expanded library. The 
wing’s construction and installation spanned Sher¬ 
man E. Lee’s retirement, in 1983, and the arrival of the 
fourth Director, Evan H. Turner. 


The holdings of The Cleveland Museum of Art are 
relatively few in number: some 30,000 objects. 
Intentionally, no study collection has been developed. 
Instead, all efforts have been concentrated upon 
building up a collection—for the most part always on 
view—that suggests the broad range of the history 
human creativity in the visual arts. It is furthermore a 
remarkably balanced collection, the representation of 
Asian art being as considered as that of Western art. 
This unusual character largely results from two factors 
peculiar to this Museum. Unlike most American 
museums, only a few private collections have been 
absorbed into its galleries; thus, the successive waves 
of particular enthusiasms associated with such 
personal holdings are hardly evident in Cleveland’s 
Museum. It has, on the other hand, been the loser in 
some ways; but, without question, that so many 
generous Cleveland donors have given funds rather 
than objects has enabled the professional staff, at all 
times admirably supported by an interested Board of 
Trustees, to create the balanced collection we know 
today. The other significant factor pertinent to the 
collection is the fact that two men, William M. 

Milliken and Sherman E. Lee, having comparably 
distinguished tastes albeit perceptibly different in 
character, carried much of the responsibility for 
shaping it over sixty-four of the Museum's seventy- 
five years. 

This seventh Handbook of that collection is being 
published to coincide with the celebrations of the 
Museum’s seventy-fifth anniversary. Comparing it 
with the first Handbook, published in 1925, vividly 
brings home the collection's extraordinary growth 
during those intervening sixty-six years, while noting 
which objects have been included and then elimi¬ 
nated in successive editions provides a fascinating 
overview of its development. The earlier editions 
considered the collection in a more traditional fashion, 
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grouping objects according to curatorial division, that 
is, ancient art, decorative arts (including African and 
Pre-Columbian), paintings, drawings and prints, and 
the arts of Asia. The most recent edition—which ap¬ 
peared in 1978—reflected the point-of-view evident in 
the then newly installed galleries. Grouping together 
the various kinds of objects created at roughly the 
same time and place, the achievements of the West 
were illustrated as a unit, then those of the East, with 
Africa, Oceania, and the work of native Americans 
placed at the end. However, this newest edition of the 
Handbook goes a step further, challengingly so we 
hope. And its new format is only possible because of 
the particular character of Cleveland's collection. 

Given the breadth and the balance of the Mu¬ 
seum's holdings, we have taken advantage of this 
opportunity to consider the objects in a way that 
could never be realized in the galleries. Starting with 
one of the earliest works, an Egyptian Predynastic 
Fish-Shaped Palette of about 3500 BC (cma 89.32), and 
working steadily towards Anselm Kiefer's Lot’s Wife 
of 1989 (cma 90.8), a route has been charted through 
the history of art that juxtaposes all objects, regardless 
of origin, created at the same time. The result is fasci¬ 
nating. Such a cross-cultural approach discloses 
daring juxtapositions. At times, for example, one finds 
remarkably similar points-of-view appearing in widely 
separated parts of the world; it would, of course, be 
dangerous to presume direct influences in such cases, 
but these and other comparisons repeatedly trigger 
provocative considerations. As a result, this Hand¬ 
book is, we trust, much more than just an aide- 
memoire. 

To be more specific, it provides a worldwide view 
of art at almost any point in time—as represented by 
the Cleveland collection—if the illustrations on facing 
pages are viewed from left to right. When appropriate, 
the first column on the left deals with the Americas 
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and then, working towards the right, successive 
columns sweep across the globe, first to Europe and 
Africa, then to the Near East, Asia, and finally Japan. 
Simultaneously, the Museum's holdings of material 
from any one country or culture can be seen in the 
appropriately marked vertical column on successive 
pages, scanning from top to bottom. The approximate 
dates or spans of time covered are indicated in the 
outer margin of the right-hand page. Broadly speak¬ 
ing, left-hand pages present Western art and right- 
hand pages Asian; inevitably, however, not only does 
the relative productivity of any one area vary from one 
period to another, but the Museum’s holdings may 
also not be consistently extensive. Indeed, such an 
overview suggests provocative routes for future 
acquisitions!
